ALBERTA 


More than 90,000,000 bushels of wheat 
have left the port of Vancouver since the 
opening of the shipping season last fall, 
and it is predicted that at least 95,000,000 
bushels will have gone out before the first 
of August. The Alberta crop last year 
was estimated at 147,000,000 bushels. 
Allowing for home requirements for food 
and seed, and for the amount of damaged 
grain used as feed for poultry and stock, 
it seems a safe estimate that four-fifths 
of Alberta’s export Wheat of 1928 is 
being marketed via the Pacific. 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN VOTE 
Canadians, particularly those who 
fought in the South African War nearly 
thirty years ago, will be interested in the 
outcome of the elections in the Common- 
wealth, The urban centres returned sup- 
porters of former premier Smuts, and of 
the two Labor parties. The Boers of the 
“back veldt” voted for the Hertzog Gov- 
ernment, with its policy of coolness 
toward Imperial relationships and harsh- 
ness toward the native population, While 
the older generation lives that cleavage 
between the progressive and the ‘national- 

istic’ elements will probably survive, 


AS TO THE DEBT 


Hon. Hugh Guthrie thinks the public 
accounts do not show that the national 
debt has been going down as fast as Hon. 
J. A. Robb has claimed, That isn’t half 
as important as a fact which the public 
have cause to remember; that when Mr. 
Guthrie was helping to plan the spending 
the debt went up; went up faster than Mr, 
Robb ever claimed that it has since been 
going down, 

The last year that Mr. Guthrie planned 
for, 1921-22, the debt. grew by $82,000,000, 
The most that Mr. Robb has claimed in 
any year following is that it has been re- 
duced $69,000,000. Hon, Hugh and has 
associates in the best year they ever had, 
three years after the war ended, ran the 
country farther into debt than their suc- 
cessors have been able to get it out in 
any one year. Mr. Guthrie should talk 
about something else. Reducing the debt 
is one subject he doesn't know anything 
about. 


PENSIONS AGAIN’ 


The city is confronted with a demand 
for pensions for firemen and policemen. 
A few months ago school teachers were 
petitioning the provincial government for 
pensions, Imployees of most of the pro- 
vincial governments, and of the federal 
government also, draw pensions after a 
fixed period of service, Railways, and 
many large industrial establishments, 
have pension schemes for their employees. 

What is the significance of all this? 
Simply that people of all occupations are 
coming to realize that they should have 
the protection of an adequate pension in 
old age, available if needed. After a while 
it will dawn on the public that the fairest 

and in the long run cheapest-—way to 
deal with the pension question is to create 
an old age pension scheme which will pro- 
vide a full living allowance for anyone who 
may require it when his earning years are 
ended. Then class pensions from the pub- 
lie funds can be refused with no unfair- 
ness. And why should not the tax-payer 
have a pension, if he needs it, as well as 
the person who has been paid out of 
taxes? 


TRADE WITH GERMANY 
Canada sells twice as much to Ger- 
many as it buys from Germany. Barring 
Great Britain there is no other great im- 
porting country with which we do busi- 
ness upon the basis of so favorable a trade 
balance. So long as these proportions are 
measurably maintained, the public will ap- 
prove the making of a trade treaty which 
will enlarge our dealings in that quarter. 
Why not? The war is over. We cannot 
“get even with the Kaiser” be refusing to 
do business with his countrymen, nor undo 
the past by telling them to spend their

progressive and thrifty. Their war debts 
will make them even more so, Adversity 
stimulates enterprise, The Germany of the 
future will need more of the things Can- 
ada exports than the Germany of the past. 
It will get those products from Canada's 
rivals if not from Canada, The Dominion 
could not get rich by refusing German 
orders. It could not even keep Germany 
poor by doing that, And if Germany is 
to pay its debts and keep the peace it will 
have to be given access on a fair basis to 
the commerce of the world.

I do not want to glorify the 
Jungle or join the rebels against 
civilization, but, in my daily con« 
tact with a university in whieh 
some 10,000 students are pre- 
Sumptively seeking an education, 
I am increasingly impressed with 
the fact that we are essentially 
domesticated animal: { 

I mean by this that we mod- 
erns have lost some of the ad- 
vantages that were hidden in the 
innumerable disadvantages of the 
lives of our primitive ancestors, 
and that one of the fundamental problems of modern 
education and of modern Hfe is to find adequate sub- 
Stitutes for these lost advantages 

“I suppose,” a traveller said to a much scarred 
Animal trainer, “that you work now almost entirely 
with animals that have been born in captivity,” F 

"On the contrary,” said the trainer, “I work al- 
most entirely with animals brought from the jungles 
Those born in captivity do not train well.” 

I am told that animal trainers find that they 
have their greatest success with animals that have 
lived from one-half to two-thirds of their lives in the 
jungle 

The assumption {is that, in the jungle, animals 
Must match their wit against every sort of hagard in 
order to survive 

They themselves devise ways and means of gaining 
food and water 

They must themselves avoid the traps laid for 
them by the treachery of other jungle animals 

They must themselves either match or manage to 
Grace the ferocity and strength of other jungle ani- 
mals 

All this gives to those who survive wits that are 
sharp, and animal trainer and university teacher alike 
know that half the battle is won if the learner starts 
with the asset of sharpened wits 

We are so much like animals in the zoo to whom 
food and shelter and security are assured without the 
running of risks 

This must have been in the mind of a man to 
whom I talked the other day. Worth several millions,
